Well, it's all over and how 
very glad wo all are, and we 
have now the complete and ab- 
solute victory which was destined 
to bo ours all the time. Nothing 
less would hive sufficed It is 
final. I was in the last battle of 
the war, right out in it, in the 
very front lines, and in front of 
the Hiudenburg liuo which we 
attacked in the afternoon of Nov. 
10th, at 4:30 hour (2:30 p. m ) It I 
was awful I have had '"> com- 
plete fill of war; and have seen 
mangled, battered and blood spat, 
tered men; aims off, legs mashed 
and crushed, beads split open —

words, aud thank God it is all 
over now.
